La Asociación Estadounidense del Corazón puso desde a disposición 
de la comunidad en Internet un vídeo en español que ofrece instrucciones 
para administrar reanimación cardiopulmonar (CPR, en inglés) solamente 
con las manos. Según el Doctor Ismael Nuno, cirujano del corazón de 
la Universidad del Condado Los Ángeles del Centro Médico del Sur de 
California y portavoz de la asociación, “sin un inmediato CPR las posibi- 
lidades de supervivencia de una persona, que sufre un ataque al corazón, 
son bajas”. “Muchas veces en una emergencia la gente no está segura de 
cómo administrar CPR, no recuerda los pasos o no ha sido entrenada”, 
señaló Nuno. 

Según la Asociación Estadounidense del Corazón, los servicios 
médicos de emergencia tratan alrededor de 300,000 personas cada año en 
Estados Unidos por paro cardíaco fuera de los hospitales. Cerca de 92% de 
las personas que sufre paro cardíaco fuera de un hospital muere. Alrededor 
de la mitad de las muertes por problemas del corazón entre los hispanos 
son debidas a un paro cardíaco, según un reporte del Centro para Control 
y Prevención de Enfermedades.

Sumario de la Propuesta de Medida del Impuesto para Licencia de Negocios 
Esta medida adoptará el Impuesto para la Licencia de Negocio que será 
pagada por la Ciudad de Palo Alto por cada negocio localizado o conducien- 
do negocios en Palo Alto. Ingresos del impuesto servirán de depósito en el 
fondo general de la Ciudad, el cual será usado para protección para policías y 
bomberos, programas para jóvenes y personas mayores de edad, reparación 
de calles, parques de recreación y programas bibliotecarios. 


Este impuesto será aplicado a negocios que son conducidos en Palo Alto. Esto 

no se aplicarán a las personas menores de 18 años de edad, Sección 501 (c) (3) 
organizaciones no lucrativas, dueños de menos de cuatro unidades de alquiler, 
o/a residentes que no tienen negocio en la Ciudad. Debido a las restricciones de 
la Ley del Estado, el impuesto no será aplicado a la Universidad de Stanford o a la 
Fundación Médica de Palo Alto (PAMF, siglas en inglés). 


Las tarifas anuales para el impuesto son: 


Servicios Personales, Comerciante/Hotel y Negocios de Venta al por menor y 
mayor y Manufactura: $75 por el primer empleado más $34 por cada empleado 
adicional. 


Servicios Profesionales y de Negocio/ Agente de Bienes Raíces y otros negocios 
no clasificados: $75 por el primer empleado más $95 por cada empleado adicional. 


Multifamiliar (4 6 más unidades de renta), Propietarios: $75.00 por la primera 
unidad residencial encima de las tres unidades y $25.00 por cada subsecuente 
unidad residencial. 


Negocios de Alquiler Comercial: 3 centavos por pie cuadrado 
de espacio por arrendamiento. 


Cada cantidad de impuesto está calculado basado en el número de empleados, un 
negocio puede calcular la cantidad basada en su elección actual de empleados; el 
promedio mensual de los empleados, o el equivalente de tiempo completo. Debajo 
del equivalente del tiempo completo, un negocio suma la cantidad total de horas 
trabajadas por todos sus empleados (incluyendo dueños) y divide por 2,080 horas 
por año. Por ejemplo, si una compañía tiene tres empleados quienes totalizaron las 
2,080 horas, esto representaría un empleado de tiempo completo para el propósito 
de calcular el impuesto debido. 


La medida propuesta contiene un impuesto mínimo de $75.00 por negocio, y un 
impuesto máximo de $20,000 por cada Venta al por menor/Hotel y Negocios de 
Servicios Personales y un impuesto máximo de $30,000 por otros negocios. Los 
impuestos por un año son calculados basados en las actividades de negocio du- 
rante el año previo. Los impuestos se pagarán el 1 de enero de cada año con plazo 
hasta el 31 de enero. 


Esta ordenanza tiene un itinerario de implementación atrazada con el primer pago 
en enero del 2011. En adición, el impuesto para el 2011 será cargado al 50% de la 
tarifa usual y basada solamente en las horas de trabajo de los empleados durante 
el segundo semestre del 2010. La Ciudad estima que el costo anual aproximado 
para administrar el programa será $250,000 y que el impuesto inicial neto sería 
aproximadamente $3,000,000 anuales en ingresos de impuesto local cuando 

esté implementado completamente. La cantidad de impuesto será incrementada 
anualmente por la CPI. 


Esta medida de impuesto determina un impuesto general que tomará efecto, si 
pasa por una simple mayoría (50% +1) de votantes que elijan la medida.

Colombia no descarta abandonar UNASUR 


Colombia no descarta aban- 
donar la Unión de Nación Sura- 
mericanas (Unasur) si no encuentra 
en el resto de países que conforman 
el bloque “sensibilidad” hacia los 
temas que le preocupan, dijo su 
Ministro de Defensa, Gabriel Silva. 
“Si no vemos preocupación por 
el narcotráfico, el armamentismo 
y el crimen organizado, si no hay 
sensibilidad por esos temas tocaría 
evaluar” la salida de Unasur, ad- 
virtió Silva en declaraciones a varias 
emisoras locales. Explicó que el 
Gobierno de Alvaro Uribe todavía 
tiene esperanza en “enderezar el 
camino”, pero insistió en que en la 
reunión de Cancilleres y Ministros 
de Defensa de Unasur celebrada 
en Quito “no hubo sensibilidad 
suficiente” hacia los temas que 
preocupan a Colombia. 

Ese encuentro, convocado 
fundamentalmente para analizar el 
convenio que permitirá a militares 
estadounidenses usar bases en te- 
rritorio colombiano, terminó sin 


consenso y sin acuerdos concretos. 
“La situación fue tensa y difícil. 
Había confabulación contra Colom- 
bia promovida por algunos países”, 
dijo Silva sobre esa cita, a la que 
asistió junto al Canciller, Jaime 
Bermúdez. Aunque aclaró que en 
Quito “no se contempló explíci- 
tamente la retirada” de Colombia 
de Unasur, enfatizó que para que 
ese organismo funcione “tiene que 
ser sensible” a las preocupaciones 
de sus doce países miembros. En 
cuanto a las críticas que ha recibido 
Colombia por no haber revelado 
en la cita de Quito los detalles de 
su acuerdo militar con EE.UU., 
el titular de Defensa señaló que 
primero hay que concluir una serie 
de “trámites internos”, como el 
análisis del convenio por parte del 
Consejo de Estado. Además, aclaró 
que la difusión de ese acuerdo 
dependerá “de si hay simetría”, es 
decir, de si otras naciones hacen lo 
mismo con sus respectivos pactos 
militares.

Central America celebrates 
independence mired in crisis 


Central America celebrated 


Tuesday the 188th anniversary of 


its independence from the Spanish 
crown amid widespread violence, 
a political crisis threatening de- 
mocracy in Honduras and hunger 
in Guatemala that has caused the 
deaths of at least 25 children. 

Despite the adversities Central 
America’s five countries are going 
through, students and authorities 
of these countries have poured into 
the streets for the patriotic festivi- 
ties with their colorful parades and 
official ceremonies. 

Though each country has its 
own particular problems, the ef- 
fects of the international financial 
crisis, which has deepened poverty 
everywhere, and the widespread 
violence that has made the isthmus 
one of the most dangerous places in 
the world, are like a backdrop to the 
entire commemoration. 

In Honduras, social and politi- 
cal polarization following the June 
28 coup against elected President 
Mel Zelaya is even more pro- 
nounced on this date. 

On the one hand, the de facto 
government led by erstwhile con- 
gressional speaker Roberto Miche- 
letti has organized a “civic-military” 
parade, which will march through 
the principal streets of Tegucigalpa 
and end at National Stadium. 

In Guatemala, where on Sept. 


15, 1821, the Central American co- 
lonies declared their independence 
from the Spanish crown, hunger lies 
in wait for more than 400,000 poor 
families who have lost their harvests 
of corn and beans to the drought. 

President Alvaro Colom de- 
creed last week a state of public 
calamity to deal with the food crisis 
and has asked for aid from the inter- 
national community. 

El Salvador, the smallest coun- 
try in the region, is celebrating its 
independence day in the midst of 
violence - official statistics put the 
average number of murders at 12 
per day. 

In impoverished Nicaragua, 
independence is celebrated with the 
news that illiteracy has been reduced 
by 3.5 percent, which according to 
President Daniel Ortega is thanks to 
the participation of young people. 

Costa Rica, the region’s most 
stable country, like its neighbors 
will celebrate independence with 
student parades, but in the midst of a 
controversy sparked by a bill declar- 
ing the nation “a secular state.” 

The bill, promoted by 13 law- 
makers of different parties, is reject- 
ed by the hierarchy of the Cath “- 
Church and supported by President 
Oscar Arias and the majority of 
candidates who will dispute the 
nation’s presidency in the February 
elections. EFE

the “Pageant of the Pacific.”
